Members of the conference ex- 
pressed the opinion tonivht that the 
proposal will meet the same fate 
at the hands of the conference to- 
morrow. A strong majority of the 
employers’ group is known to op- 
pose intervention in the strike, and 
action can be taken only with the 
approval of each of the 
groups, votim™ separately. Dele- 
gates entertained but little doubt 
that more than half of the public 
representatives will Vote for the 
resolution, but pointed out that in 
the employers’ group only the agri- 
cultural representatives look with 
favor on the arbitration plan. 

Out of deference to their fellow 
member, Judge Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the board of United 
States Steel corporation, represente 
atives of thepublie have never dis- 
cussed the steel strike in their 
group, meetings, and it probably will 
be necessary for the group to take 
advantage of the twenty minute reé« 
cess allowed under the rules of cau- 
cus prior to casting the unit vote on 
the arbitration resolution. 

The central committee is reported 


today in devising a method of p. *ce- 
dure for “putting all the mémbers of 
the conference to work.” A number 
of sub-committees for consideration 
of specific problems, together 
a policy for the assignment of reso- 
lutions to those committees, will be 
recommended to the conference to- 
morrow. Under this arrangement it 
appears probable that conflicting 
views on fundamental issues, such as 
the open shop, collective bargaining, 
and the eight-hour day, wil] be 
threshed out and a basis for agree- 
ment reached in these select commit- 
tees.

Tonight's meeting was a tumul- 
tuous affair. Strikers “‘boohed” and 
hissed President O'Connor, of the 
longshoremen’s union, and it was 
fully ten minutes before order was 
restored. 

Other Speakers Fared Badly. 

Other speakers fared as badly 
as Mr. O’Connor. Thomas Curtis, 
commissioner of compensation in 
the department of labor, was told 
“nobody here wants conversation; 
we want more money.” 

Outside the hall were. gathered 
fully 3,000 men unable to gain ad- 
mittance. They became so unruly 
that it was necessary to call police 
reserves, 

A group of three men, shouting 
more loudly than the rest, attract- 
ed the notice of many strikers. Sud- 
denly someone yelled, “Anarchiste,”’ 
‘and this was followed by cries

Between three and four 
hundred public grain elevator 
workers have submitted a new 
wage scale and working conditions 
to the dock board and are report- 
ed to have called a_ strike for 
Thursday if their proposals were 
not approved. Twelve hundred 
men employed in unloading banana 
ships are already on strike. A gen- 
eral walk-out on the river front 


would involve approximately 12,500 
men.

I think it per- 
missible to say, however, that the 
committee returned from the Pitts- 
burg district strongly in favor of 
some Americanization bill. 

“I have thought for a long while 
that congress must do what it could 
to help stimulate Americanism.

When you 
find that in some of these mills over 
50 per cent of the workmen cannot 
read, write or speak the English 
language; when it is necessary, in

have been since Saturday night, un- 
der the blanket charge of “sus: 
picion,” no definite charge connect- 
ing them with the sensational Fair- 
burn bank case yet being made. A 
writ of habeas corpus, which was 
applied for Monday afternoon by 
Attorney Harrison, and which was 
served on the police department, 
was set for a hearing by Judge 
Humphries. This move was made 
by the attorney for the Bradstreets 
and the chauffeur to secure the lib- 
eration of his clients, or to force 
the prosecution to lodge against 
them a definite charge. 
Hold Prisoners Long Time. 

“Contrary to the popular belief,” 
said Mr. Harrison, “prisoners can 
be held for quite a time on the 
blanket charge of suspicion, which 
covers a range of 160 crimes, but 
when habeas corpus proceedings are 
brought they must either be releas- 
ed or formal charges made against 
them.” Mr. Harrison then stated 
that he anticipated that several 
charges of a definite nature might 
be brought against his clients, but 
added that he would then at least 
have the advantage of knowing 
what accusations will be made, 
which will enable him to prepare 
to meet them. He expressed the 
belief that he would be able to an- 
swer any charge that might be 
made against Mr. and Mrs. Brad- 
street in connectioh with the Fair- 
burn bank case. 

On the other hand, Reuben Arnold, 
leading counsel for the Fairburn 
bank, declared that the bank would 
be prepared to resist the efforts 
that are to be made to secure the 
freedom of the Bradstreets and the 
chauffeur, and inaicated that should 
the habeas corpus writ, formal 
the habeas corpus write, formal 
charges would immediately be made 
against them. Mr. Arnold would not 
state definitely what the charges 
would be, but it was learned from 
another source that conspiracy to 
rob the Fairburn bank would be 
made, in addition to this charge, it 
was also stated that Mr. and Mrs. 
Bradstreet, as well as the negro, 
would be charged with receiving 
stolen goods. . 

Seize Furniture at Home. 

In addition to statements made 
with reference to alleged new evi- 
dences of expenditures, such as a 
hospital bill, another automobile, 
$300 in money and jewelry, the 
officers seized Monday afternoon a 
truckload of fine furniture, which 
wasinthe home of A. P. Queen, on 
East Lake drive.

Reported Bille Were Found. 


lt was rumored Monday that bills 
made out to Green, representing 
more than $1,700 for jewelry, and 
bills for flowers, were found in the 
debris of the destroyed bank build- 
ing, and had escaped the flames and 
were legible. 

Attorneys for the prominent At- 
lanta business man who was threat- 
ened by a former husband with suit 
for alleged alienation of the affec- 
tions of Mrs. Bradstréet stated that 
they had nothing to say in regard 
to the case, as they had no further 
interest in it after they had nipped 
in the bud an attempt to _ secure 
money from their client. Investiga- 
tion by officers of this phase of 
the case established the fact that 
the Atlanta business man had never 
even seen Mrs. Bradstreet, although, 
it is reported, she had been posing 
as his daughter.

So few things seem sure these days. 


Only this—that mid-October 


still brings flaming hillsides and bright sunshine, and skies of vivid, 
singing blue, banked with hurrying clouds of dazzling white. 

And because that is sure and understandable perhaps we ought 
to think more about it than we do, and to go out into the beauty of it 


long enough to get the sense of it. 


For we need to Jean back on some surety in these days of puz- 


zling uncertainties. 


Even to sense once again some fine radiance in 


life just now when so many disquieting affairs and unsolved problems 
leave many of us with a half unconscious, but no less inevitable sense 


of depression. 


The captions of almost any weekly journal, the headlines of any 
daily paper, impart this vague sense of dismay. 
Turning to a magazine of the month—possibly the one on your 


library table now—one reads at random: 


Specimen Horrors of the 


War in Russia’”—Obscurities of the Case from China’—‘‘Clemenceau 
and the Impending Political Crisis in France’—“Efforts of Japan to 
Crush Korea”—Turkey Without a Leader’—“The Dutch-Belgian Tiff’ 
One could swing around the circle of the globe and find no country 
wholly untouched by strife, and the lands at peace politically, at war 


industrially. 


Possibly the average woman explains that she makes no effort to 
keep herself informed on European politics, and that the industrial 
crises lie without the realm of her interest. 

But she must nevertheless sense in some measure a certain van- 
ishing idealism, an increasing sense of strife and impending disaster.

Same foods day after day not only 
causeg the family to become tired of 
these foods, but also the menu, and, 
no matter how good, fails in its mis- 
sion to nourish the body and sup- 


ply strength, because the family hag 
lost its liking for these foods. 

Unless there is keén enjoyment in 
eating food, the body fails to re- 
ceive from this food the maximum 
amount of nutriment. For this 
reason epicures and others who 
have made a study of the effects of 
food upon the body urged that an 
abundant diet of plain, attractive 
food be served. It should be varied 
from day to day, both the food itself 
and the manner of preparing and 
serving it. 

Food that does notattract repels; 
to obtain the full vaue, the very 
sight of the food shoul@ stimulate 
the secreting glands i 
and make one long to 

Nor is it well to t only those 
favorite dish ex@usion of 
those htat we careless for and to 
plan to have certain meats on cer- 
tain days. Business folks should 
have a good breakfast, a light 
luncheon and a good substantial 
dinner. 

The evening meal should consist 
of a clear soup, meat or its equiva- 
lent, one starchy vegetable, one 
gSreen vegetable and a salad and a 
dessert, if cared for. The meal] need 
not be expensive, nor should it re- 
quire long preparation, as most of it 
may be prepared during the morn- 
ing while the usual routine work of 
the kitchen is under way. 

Use the trimmings from the meat 
and the bones for making the stock 
for the soup or use a clear tomato 
bouillon. For variety add finely 
chopped vegetables, noodles or 
toasted cubes of bread. The meat 
may be roasted, pot-roasted, stewed 
goulash, broiled or panned or made 
into meat pies. Croquettes and cut- 
lets may also be included in this 
list; they can be made from fish 
eggs, cheese, dried peas, beans and 
lentils, and they may be used to 
replace meat.

MUCH INTEREST SHOWN 
IN TRIAL OF W. V. WARD 


Macon, Ga., October 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—There is a great deal of in- 
terest in Houston and adjoining 
counties in the trial of W.V. Ward, 
at Perry, next Thursday, on the 
charge of murdering Fern Wiggin- 
ton, a saw-mill employee, who was 
working under Ward atthe tinte.of 
the killing.

He will ask the grand jury to in- 
dict several oil companies which 
have failed to comply with the state 
“blue sky” law. 


That Mr. Mchendon’s efforts in 
this direction are already having 
results is shown by the fact that a 
number of alleged wildcat concerns 
have stopped offering their stocks 
in Georgia and their salesmen have 
sought more friendly territory. 

As every stock company must se- 
cure a permit from the secretary of 
state before it can sell stock in 
Georgia, Mr. McLendon says that 
the public could protect itself in 
large measure, if everyone to whom 
stock is offered would assure him- 
self that the salesman thereof is 
armed with a state permit before he 
allows the man to proceed with 
his “spiel.” If asked to show their 
permits, a large number of them 
would “fold their tents and silent- 
ly steal away,” he adds. 

It is estimated that the American 
public is defrauded of at least a 
billion dollars annually by fake 
promoters, according to an investi- 
gation made by the United States 
government. 


LEAGUE OF COUNTIES 
WILL MEET THURSDAY 


Moultrie, Ga., October 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Permanent organization for 
the League of Counties will be per- 
fected at a meeting to be held at 
Thomasville Thursday night by 
representatives of some twenty or 
twenty-five commercial bodies in 
southwest Georgia and north Flori- 
da. The call for the Thomasville 
meeting was issued Mr. C. W. Coop- 
er, of that city, who was elected 
temporary president of the organi- 
zation at Valdosta several weeks 
ago. 

The plan of the league looks for- 
ward to the ultimate organization of 
a commercial organization in each 
county in this section of the state 
and the Florida counties, having 
similarity of climate, agricultural 
production and social and economic 
aspirations. These various organi- 
zations, according to the plan which 
has been worked out, are to be 
linked oe in a strong central 
organization to speak and act for 
the entire territory in matters of 
common interest. The league is the 
outgrowth of the community devel- 
opment principles outlined by W. C. 
Vereen, of Moultrie, in a speech at 
Valdosta several weeks ago. The 
Valdosta Rotary club took up the 
idea and the temporary organiza- 
tion was formed at a meeting held 
under its auspices. 

The counties that have been for- 
mally asked to send three represent- 
atives each to the meeting at Thom- 
asville are Lowndes, Thomas, 
Brooks, Colquitt, Berrien, Tift, Cook, 
Mitchell, Dougherty, Decatur, Tur- 
ner, Grady, Ware, Worth and Leon 
and Jefferson, the latter two coun- 
ties being in Florida. 


Sumter Ginnings. 


Americus, Ga., October 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Sumter county cotton gin- 
nings up to September 25, just an- 
nounced by W. P. Persons, census 
agent for Sumter county, totaled 
9,638 bales. This compares’ with 
11,073 bales, counting round as half 
bales, ginned to the same date last 
year. Private estimates made by 
leading cotton men here place total 
ginnings to date as a little more 
than 11,000 bales. With practically 
all fields bare of cotton, these esti- 
mates indicate Sumter’s production 
this year will be only about one-half 
its usual crop, which generally to- 
tals about 30,000 bales. Total re- 
ceipts here last year were 27,000 
bales. while leading cotton factors 
anticipate only about 13,500 bales 
will be marketed from the current 
crop.

Throughout Tennessee 


Nashville, Tenn., October 1 
Tennessee public utilities commis- 
sion today entered an order per- 
mitting the Cumberland Telephone
